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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 129 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim appears to be 
incomplete (see the last line). Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 78-133 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The disclosure of the present application does not adequately set forth a system and a 
method obtaining overlay measurements. The specification does not disclose the claimed subject 
of the independent claims 78,101, 107,1 16, and 129 such as "the first and second sets of gratings 
are on the wafer with an asymmetrical alignment , and determining misalignment between the 
first and second sets of gratings (which are asymmetrically aligned on the wafer). Instead the 
specification merely teaches, in the embodiment of Fig. 5 (a & b), interlaced periodic structure 
13 (51, 53) with the periodic structure 15, which "as shown in Fig. 5b has a line-width L3 and is 
centered between . . . lines 5 1 and . . . lines 53" (paragraph 39). Further, in the same paragraph, 
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the applicants disclose "The misregistration between the first layer 3 1 and the second layer 33 is 
equal to the misregistration s between the first periodic structure 13 and the second periodic 
structure 15." The following formula for the misregistration (e) is jus t a condition for the unit 
cell to be either "most symmetric" or "most asymmetric" . The application discloses the method 
of measuring misregistration between the interlaced gratings, and then determining whether the 
unit cell is "most symmetric" or "most asymmetric". The language of the claims of the present 
application states that the misalignment between the first and second sets of the first and second 
sets of gratings (that are asymmetrically aligned) is being measured, which appears to be in 
disagreement with the specification. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/17/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Deleting the limitations of the independent claims does not overcome the 1 12 th 
rejection above.
